Claims  of  lien  filed  under  The  Garagemen(s  Lien  Act  show  a 
decided  increase  from  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one  (2,261) 
in  1949  to  four  thousand  avid  sixteen  (4,016)  during  1950. 

During  the  year  1950  tha  administration  of  The  Optometry  Act, 
1950,  and  Th®  Druglesa  Practitioners  Act,  1950,  was  assigned  to  tha 
Department.  A  Board  of  Examiners  to  consider  credentials  of  persons 
applying  for  a  license  to  practise  in  this  Province  was  appointed  under 
each  statute  and  licenses  issued  to  all  applicants  who  qualified  for 
registration. 


THE  CO'iPAMIKS  EHAFCff 

During  the  calendar  year  1950  seven  hundred  and  five  (705) 
Certificates  of  Incorporation  were  issued  under  the  Companies  Act,  and 
one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  (167)  Certificates  of  registration  with 
respect  to  Foreign  or  Kxtra-Provincial  Companies  were  issued  under 
part  Wll  of  the  Statute.  Incorporations  show  a  decided  increase  over 
provious  years  and  registrations  remain  at  a  high  level.  If  the  present 
trend  continues  it  is  anticipated  that  incorporations  and  registrations 


during  the  forthcoming  year  will  surpass  previous  years  by  a  considerable 
number.  Every  effort  is  being  cade  to  search  out  and  register  all  Foreign 
or  Extra-Provincial  Companies  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  Companies

THEATRE  IHSPECTIOH  BRANCH 


This  Branch  has  continued  its  aggressive  policy  of  inspection 
of  projection  equipment,  panic  and  fire  prevention  appliances  throughout 
tho  Province, 

Quarterly  examinations  were  conducted  in  the  districts  required 
by  regulations  (Edmonton,  Calgary,  Lethbridge  and  Kedicine  Hat),  for  the 
various  classes  of  projectionist  certificates,  also  theatre  and  enter¬ 
tainment  hall  inspections  were  made  by  the  examiner  at  these  and  inter¬ 
mediate  points  while  in  that  territory. 

Architectural  drawings  surveyed  for  new  theatres  and  remodelled 
buildings  recommended  for  license  show  a  substantial  increase  over  the 
previous  years. 

The  following  tables  show  details  of  blueprint  surveys,  licenses 
recommended,  inspections,  certificates  issued  and  examinations  held  for  the 
calendar  year  ended  December  31st,  1950.

Yhe  screening  of  ail  classes  of  first  print  standard  (35isn) 
fila  during  the  year  1950  was  2,527  (5,864  reels),  an  incr  see  of 
243  (661  reels)  as  compared  with  1949.  Harrow  gauge  (l6nm)  first  print 
totalled  2,223  (5,240  reels)  of  which  TOO  (2,946  reels)  together 
with  63  second  print  (151  reels)  ware  classified  as  commercial  and  on 
which  censorship  fees  were  collected,  a  decrease  of  391  over  1949. 

The  modern  sound  and  projection  equipment  installed  by  the 
Department  in  1950  gives  the  Censor  Board  perfect  motion  picture  performance 
and  appreciably  increases  the  efficiency  in  the  work  required  to  be  done 
by  the  Board, 


THE  MOTOR  VEHICLE  BRAIJCH 


Tho  work  of  this  branch  of  the  Department  show3  &  very  decided  inoroaso 
for  tho  past  several  years.  This  is  duo,  in  a  considerable  moasuro,  to  the 
increase  in  automobiles  operating  in  the  Province  and  to  additional  work 
ontailod  in  tho  administration  of  Tho  Kotor  Vehicle  Accident  Indemnity  Act. 

Registrations  again  indicate  a  marked  increase  in  automobiles  operatod 
in  tho  Provinoo.  Registrations  of  motorcycles  and  drivers*  licenses  issued 
have  also  materially  increased. 

Kotor  vehicle  accidents  also  show  an  increase  which  it  would  appear  can 
be  attributed  in  a  large  measure  to  an  increase  in  tho  number  of  motor  vehicles 
operating. 


The  uptrend  in  the  number  of  convictions  for  infractions  of  The  Vehicles 
and  Highway  Traffic  Aot  and  Section  285  oP  the  Criminal  Code  of  Canada  still 
continues.  Commencing  February  15*  1949,  the  Department  adopted  a  policy  of 
publishing  quarterly  a  Suspension  Booklet.  This  Suspension  Booklet  is  dis¬ 
tributed  to  all  police  forcos  throughout  the  Province  and  to  all  Kotor  License 
Issuers  in  an  endeavour  to  Insure  that  persons  whoso  driver's  license  have  beon 
suspended  do  not  drive.  The  first  issue  of  tho  Suspension  Booklet  oontainod 
1,530  Tha  last  Booklet,  datod  December  IJth,  shows  a  narked  increase 

with  a  total  of  3.445  suspensions.

During  the  year  1950  aany  calls  of  assistance  ware  made  upon  the  Office 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  in  the  adjustment  of  disputes  between  tho 
insured  and  'the  insurer.  She  service  rendered  by  the  Branch  in  this  connection 
consists  of  investigation  of  complaints  by  parties  ■who  cay  feel  that  they  hava 
been  unfairly  dealt  with  by  insurance  companies  or  by  agents  representing  tho 
companies .  Through  tho  services  of  tho  Branch  dlsputos  have  boon  oottlod  and 
members  of  tho  public  saved  expenses  of  litigation  when  insurance  contracts  wore 
examined  and  it  was  indicated  therein  that  there  was  no  insurers'  liability. 

Shis  service  is  of  groat  benefit  to  tho  public  because  of  the  couple  ity  of 
insurance  contracts  and  tho  fact  that  tho  average  can  on  the  street  docs  not 
understand  ths  contents  of  his  policy  of  insurance. 

Sixty-four  written  complaints  were  received  and  investigated  by  inspectors 
acting  under  the  authority  of  The  Alberta.  Insurance  Act.  Five  charges  wo ro  laid 
and  four  convictions  obtained.  Fines  totalling  §265.00  and  costs  wore  loviod. 

Tha  Thirty-third  Annual  Conforonco  of  'tho  .Superintendents  of  Insurance  was 
held  at  Niagara Falls,  Ontario,  October  2Jrd  to  27th,  1950*  with  Kr.  J.  A.  UacPhoe, 
Acting  Superintendent  of  Insurance  and  Ur.  K.  A.  licKensio,  Legislative  Counsel 
in  attendance,  representing  tho  Province  of  Alberta. 

THS  REAL  ESTATE  AGENTS'  LTCFiiSIKQ  ACT 

During  the  1930  calendar  year  1,360  licenses  wore  issued  to  Real  Estate 
Agents  and  Real  data to  Salesnen  under  the  above  Act. 

Numerous  complaints  alloging  infractions  of  tho  Ant  wore  handled  by  tho 
Insurance  Branch  during  tho  yoar  1950-  These  complaints,  in  tho  majority  of 
cases,  related  to  matters  of  micropresentations  on  tho  part  of  insurance  agents 
and  salesmen  arising  out  of  tho  disposal  of  properties  listed  by  clients  with 
various  realtors  throughout  tho  Province,  ithile  certain  cases  investigated 
were  not  altogether  free  from  doubt,  primary  evidence  obtainable  was  insufficient 
to  justify  entering  prosecution--  under  tho  Aot  except  in  four  instances,  which 
resulted  in  three  convictions  being  obtained,  ono  ohargo  withdrawn,  and  tho 
assessment  of  fines  aggregating  flOO.OO  and  costs. 


Investigations  toado  by  Inspectors  of  tha  Fire  Commissioner's  Office, 
under  authority  of  this  Statute,  totalled  10J  during  -the  year  1950.  L’any 
complaints  wore  also  heard  and  summarily  disposed  of  by  soniour  employees  in 
the  office  of  tho  Branch. 

During  tho  year  Advisory  Boards,  sot  up  pursuant  to  section  6,  subsootion  U 
of  She  Beal  Estate  Agents*  Licensing  Aot.  hold  11  meetings.  At  those  meetings 
lit  applications  wore  considered,  5  of  which  wore  granted  and  9  refused.

THE  HO  103  VEHICLE  ACCIDBKT  IKDEtmiTY  ACT 

This  Statute,  enacted  April  1st,  191*7,  has  as  its  primary  purpose  the 
protection  against  loss  of  victims  of  accidents  causal  through  the  operation  of 
motor  vehicles  and  is  administered  jointly  by  the  Hotor  Vehicle  Branch  and  the 
Insurance  Branch.  It  provides  for  the  suspension  of  the  driver’s  license  of  any 
person  involved  in  an  accident  resulting  in  bodily  injury  to  or  death  of  any 
person  or  resulting  in  damage  to  property  one coding  §75-00,  the  impoundment  of 
motor  vehicles  in  certain  cnees  and  the  authority  to  reimburse,  out  of  tho 
Unsatisfied  Judgment  Fund,  victims  of  motor  vehicle  accidents  for  medical  and 
hospital  expenses  for  injuries  received  through  the  operation  of  a  motor  vohiclo 
by  another  person.  Tho  Fund  was  created  and  is  continuously  maintained  as  the 
result  of  a  lovy  upon  the  owner  of  each  motor  vehicle  registered  in  tho  provinoo. 

In  addition  to  the  benefits  heretofore  mentioned,  payments  undor  this  Statute  are 
provided  for  the  satisfaction  of  judgments  obtained  against  motorists  who  have 

no  other  means  of  paying  judgements  for  damage  caused  by  tha  nsgligenoo  of  such 
motorists. 

Work  in  oonneotion  with  the  administration  of  this  Aot  has  recently 
become  so  heavy,  as  the  result  of  tho  increase  in  the  number  and  si2o  of  the 
claims  made  against  the  Fund,  that  tho  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Insurance  is 
required  to  devotz  approximately  one  half  of  his  tine  to  administrative  details 
in  oonneotion  with  this  Act.  Careful  scrutiny  nu3t  bo  given  to  all  claims  filed. 


frh'B  MOTOR  VEHICLE  ACCIDEHT  irojBrxiY  act 


Claims  that  appear  to  ha  unreasonable  or  excessive  must  bo  carefully  examined 
and  in  numerous  eases  defence  entered  by  legal  counsel,  designated  to  act  in 
behalf  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  so  that  the  Fund  cay  bo  protected 
from  abuses  which  otherwise  might  arise. 

At  tho  end  of  the  nine -no  nth  period | extending  from  April  lot  through 
December  31st,  1950,  one  hundred  claims  wore  handled  with  aggregate  payments 
amounting  to  $173*012.00,  whereas  tho  corresponding  period  of  the  year  19l$ 
showed  sum  total  payments  of  $96,135-00  with  an  aggregate  of  sixty-nine  claims 
handled.  Payments  from  tho  Fund  have  increased  for  tho  nino-nonth  period  onding 
December  31st,  1950,  by  $76,876.00  as  compared  with  tho  same  period  of  the 
previous  year,  a  net  increase  of  approximately  eighty  per  cont.

During  1950  special  inspections  to  take  care  of  complaints  increased 
greatly  in  number  and  the  policy  of  submitting  written  reports  of  build¬ 
ings  inspected  and  orders  to  be  remedied,  left  with  Fire  Chiefs  for 
follow-up  inspections,  reduces  tha  number  of  written  orders  and  greatly 
increased  tha  number  of  written  recommendations.

The  fire  prevention  education  program  has  expanded  during  1950 
showing  an  increase  in  the  number  of  meetings  held  and  the  attendance  at 
3uch  meetings.  Hors  and  more  time  has  been  spent  showing  the  correct  use 
of  firs  extinguishers  and  the  correct  procedure  for  fire  drills,  particu¬ 
larly  in  schools,  hospitals  and  government  institutions.  During  tho  year 
a  total  of  224  firo  drills  wore  called  and  demonstrations  of  fire  exting¬ 
uishers  totalled  143.  Further  activities  of  the  office  in  tho  fire 
prevention  education  field  includes  the  purchase  of  sufficient  firo 
prevention  education  texts  so  that  now  5,800  have  boon  supplied  to  the 
Department  of  Education  for  distribution  to  every  school  in  the  Province. 
Four  new  firo  prevention  and  fire  department  instruction  films  were  pur¬ 
chased  and  during  the  year  two  special  radio  broadcasts  were  organized, 
ono  in  co-operation  with  the  National  Film  Board  to  feature  the  fire 
prevention  film  "Are  You  Safe  At  Home"  and  another  special  broadcast 
during  fire  prevention  wee);  dealing  with  fire  protection  and  fire  preven¬ 
tion  organization  throughout  the  province,

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2ho  work  accomplished  by  use  of  demonstration  of  equipment 
and  special  lectures  on  fire  protection  and  specific  recommendations 
as  to  tho  typo  of  firo  protection  equipment  suited  to  the  needs  of  tho 
particular  town  or  village  has  resulted  in  strengthening  of  the  firo 
defences.  The  services  of  an  additional  inspector  was  added  to  the 
Fire  Protection  Instruction  Unit, 

Tha  importance  of  municipal  fire  department  organization 
has  been  emphasized  by  requirements  of  civil  defence.  A  survey  of 
municipal  fire  protection  equipment  has  been  completed. 

Fire  Prevention  Week  was  ovon  more  successful  than  the  year 
preceding  in  that  thirty-three  cities,  towns  and  villages  completed 
reports  on  their  activities. 

There  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  work  of  the  office 
checking  plans  and  alterations  to  hotels,  hospitals,  and  schools.  It 
is  estimated  that  seventy-five  such  plane  and  specifications  wore 
checked  during  the  year  1950, 

Special  nestings  attended  by  officials  of  this  branch  wore 
as  lollows:  Mr.  I..  It.  Hughes  as  Fira  Commissioner  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Bridges, 
then  Deputy  Fire  Commissioner,  attended  annual  meetings  of  the  Associ¬ 
ation  of  Canadian  Fire  Marshals  and  the  Dominion  Fire  Prevention 
Assocaationat  Quebec,  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Bridges  represented  the  Province 
at  tho  Alberta  Provincial  Fira  Chiefs3  Association  meeting  at  Vermilion 
and  also  at  the  convention  of  Dominion  Association  of  Fire  Chiefs  at 
Victoria,  British  Columbia.  Mr.  E.  H.  Hughes  was  promoted  to  Deputy 
Provincial  Secretary  and  Mr.  A.  IT.  Bridges  was  appointed  Fire  Commis¬ 
sioner  in  October,  1950.

The  gallonago  sold  at  this  rate  of  tax  chows  an  increase  of 
269,617  gallons.  These  sales  consist  mainly  of  Diesel  Fuel  in  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  diesel  driven  locomotives.  There  is  a  steady  increase  in  the  use 
of  this  type  of  locomotive  in  tills  Province.

Propane  gas  sales  at  the  above  rate  of  tax  shows  an  increase 
of  965,616.50  gallons.  Propane  gas  is  used  mainly  for  heating  purposes 
and  the  increase  slov/n  in  sales  of  this  type  of  fuel  oil  is  due  to  a 
great  extent  to  the  larger  use  of  heating  appliances  using  propane  gas 
in  the  Province.
